‘Link wheat sales 
to Soviet Jewry’

Prime Minister Golda Meir said 
yesterday that the U.S. Govern- 
ment should make its sale of 
wheat to the Soviet Union con- 
ditional on Moscow's permitting 
ἐξ Jews to leave for Israel. 
“Russia, which sent up the first 
Sputnik, now has to beg for bread,” 
she told the Public Council for So- 
viet Jewry at its annual conven- 
tion δὲ the Van Leer ‘Tnstitute in 
Jerusalem. “It is not inhuman for 
the Americans to condition these 
sales of grain on the Soviets’ al- 
lowing Jews to join their brothers.” 
Mrs, Meir said that the exit tax 
for Soviet Jews “is only an indi- 
cation of what might happen in 
the future and should be taken 
very seriously. 
“T am a little disappointed that 
scientists abroad do not boycott Βοὶ- 
entific conferences in Russia,” she 
said. "Ἴ can't forbid Israelis to gO," 
she added ruefully.

Counc!l President Avraham Har- 
man said that from 1948 till 1967 
only about 7,000 Jews left Russia 
for Israel. During the next five years 
almost seven times that number, 
50,000, have come, he said.

Colony

Jerusalem's German Colony, 
founded a century ago as a garden 
suburb, is to be the first neigh- 
Bbourhood in modern Jerusalem to 
be_designated for conservation. 

Under a plan p yesterday 
at a press conference by the Muni- 
cipality’s Urban Planning Unit, none 
of the 115 buildings in the quarter 
can be torn down without special 
permisston. New construction will be 
permitted as “infill” on open lots, 
Wut it must match existing ‘buildings 
in scale and architectural charac- 
teriattes. 

Cantilevered balconies projecting 
from a building for instance, will 
be banned as a non-characteristic 
element. No trees be uprooted. 
The unit will ask for the scrapping 
of plans to widen Rehov Emek Re- 
faim and other streets in the quar- 
ter. 

The plan has been approved by 

the local planning subcommittee and 
must go now to the full committee 
‘and ‘the District Planning Commis- 
sion. 
City er Amikam Yaffe said 
that the designation of a neighbour- 
hood as a conservation area has 
financial implications that still have 
to be resolved. A specific case has 
already arizen on Rehov Cremieux, 
one of the most charming of the 
quarter's lanes, where 2 landlord 
wanted to destroy an existing build- 
ing and replace ® with a modern 
stru . The Municipality per- 
suaded him instead to add two simi- 
far buildings alongsides the existing 
ene.

They include persons evacuated 
from the Jewtsh Quarter of the 
Old City in 1948, new immigrants 
who arrived between 1948-54 (65 
per cent of the total) and people 
who lave moved to the quarter 
from some of more prestigious 
neighbourhoods in the city.

If the Soviet Union should some- 
day decide to recognize Jerusalem 
as the Capital of Israel. it should 
hav2 no difficulty picking a site for 
iis embassy. 

City Engineer Amikam Yaffe noted 
yesierday that the Soviet govern- 
Ment owns a tract in King George 
Avenue next to the Tirat Batsheva 
Hote! opposite Independence Park. 
It would make a suttable site for 
an embassy, he thought. 

The British government also has 
at least two sites in West Jeru- 
salem which could serve for an 
embassy, ‘he noted. (ne is in North 
Talptot adjacent to Allenby Bar 
racks, and the other next to the 
present British Consulate-General, 
opposite the railway station. As for 
‘the Americans, there is enough room 
in the present Consulate-General 
compound in Rehov Agron to make 
do for an embassy, Mr. Yaffe said. 

The City Engineer said that an 
agreement had been arrived at with 
the Lands Authority to assemble 
plots as they became ‘available in 
the German Colony to provide land 
for etght or nine embassies. Other 
possible locations, Mr. Yaffe said, 
were Em Karem, the Malkha area 
and the area between Beit Hakerem 
‘and Bayit Vegan. 


Knesset won’t debate 


Strike at

The Knesset yesterday struck off 
‘its agenda three urgent motions to 
debate the strike in the Government 
‘nospitats, 

Explaining his request not to 
have a plenum debate, Health Min- 
‘ster Victor Shemtov seid there 
was some hope that the talks plan- 
ned for evening, under 
the auspices of the Histadrut, would 
produce an end to the strike and 
‘a settlement to the dispute. 

The key to this settlement, the 
Health Minister believed, was for 
the strikers to concede that im- 
plementation of the Padeh Com- 
milttee's findings could not be auto- 
matic, The strikers gay they have 
nothing to negotiate «about, Mr. 
Shemtov said. 

The Knesset most not refer the 
motions to committee, he insisted, 
because that would simply encourage 
the strikers in their obduracy. 

Ip their motions, Avraham Katz 
(Gahal) said that compulsory ar- 
bitration was the only way out; 
Eliezer Shostak (Free Centre) 
charged that the Health Ministry 
fhad gone back on its commitments; 
and Shlomo Lorincz (Agudat Yis- 
rael} said that the Government de- 
partments involved atways left 
potential labour disputes to simmer, 
without handling them, ti it was 
too late. 

The Health Minister stressed that

Prof. Ne‘eman described how al- 
most the entire sclentific community 
of the world is behind the le 
for the rights of their Jewish col- 
leagues in Russia.

Visiting British Member of Par- 
Hament Greville Janner (Labour, 
Leicester N.W.) enlivened the con- 
gress by addressing it in Hebrew, 
Russian, Yiddish — and Aoally in 
English. 


He described how direct action, 
such as telephone calls and radio 
broadcasts, can have immediate re- 
sults in Russia. In one case a 
Jew who was being taken to a 
mental hospital as a result of hav- 
ing applied for an exit visa, was 
released on the same day. The 
“noise” made by Jews in England 
freed him, Mr. Janner said. 

Describing other efforts in Eng- 
land, Mr. Janner said 70 M.P.s at- 
teded a banquet for Russlan Jews 


Ὁ at which the menu was identical to 


that in Soviet prison camps. 

Dr. Ze'ev Zaritzky, 2 Moscow 
chemist recently arrived here, cali- 
ed for the Internatlonal Red Cross 
to visit Prisoners of Zion. He 
also spoke out against the exploi- 
tation of the Russian aliya here 
for party purposes. 

Dr. Benyamin Halevi, ME, 
complained that the press was tir- 
ing of stories about the struggle 
of Russian Jews. He also thought: 
that the chance of using the U.S. 
grain deal with Russia as a lever 
to help the Jews had been missed.

In three main 
areas they still had to be negotiated, 
Mr. Shemtov said, although the gen- 
eral principle would remain to try 
and give staff in Government hos- 
P.tals the same conditions as staff 
in Kupat Holim hospitals. 

Specifying the three main areas, 
he said that certain conditions of 
gervice, like presents to Kupat Holim 
staff on the occasion of family wed- 
dings, or their resignation on pen- 
sion, could not easily be given to 
Government employees, since ‘this 
would have repercussions throughout 
the entire Civil Service. 

Secondly, the negotiations must 
settle the future of the IL75 monthly 
given to the Government hospital 
staffs, as an advamce payment on 
future pay equalization. The advance 
‘would become superfluous once the 
agreement was reached, he said, but 
the strikers apparently did not ac- 
cept this. 

Thirdly, the negotiations must set- 
tle the dilemma of equalizing a 
budgetary pension (given to civil 
servants) to which employees make 
πὸ contribution, and a cumulative 
contributory pension (as in Kupot 
Holim) to which employees pay 4'y 
per cent of their salaries.

‘Grave’ danger 
of assimilation 
in the West

Mr. Moshe Rivlin, Director-General 
ef the Jewish Agency, warned yes- 
terday of the grave ‘of as- 
similation in Western countries. 

Addressing a convention of Agen- 
cy emissaries in Jerusalem, Mr. Riv- 
lin sald that a survey among 10,000 
Jewish studenta in Great Pritain re- 
vealed that seven out of eight tad 
no contact with Jewish life aud that 
a third entered mto mixed mar- 
Tages. 

In the U.S. the situation was even 
worse, Mr. Rivin said Only 7.7 
per cent of Jewish there re- 
ceive any post-elementary Jewish 
education. A survey showed that 45 
per cent of Catholic students and 
15 per cent of Protestant students 
there said they should Hve by the 
values of their respective religions, 
but only eight per cent of Jewish 
students felt the same way. 

Mr. Rivlin said that a primary 
mission is to reach young Jews in 
‘affluent countries through changes 
im Jewish education. 


Peres urges more 


comfortable buses 
LYDDA. — Transport Minister 
Shimon Peres yesterday urged 
bus-buikders to make more com- 
fortable vehicles. They should 
abandon existing models, which 
he clatmed were being retained 
mainly “for old time’s sake.” 
Speaking at a meeting of the 
Planning and Transport Research 
Institute, Mr. Peres caid that in 
America he was shown plans for 
buses with passenger comfort the 


prime consideration. 
At present, he said, “we don’t 
have a tbus that deserves to be 


in use.” 

Mr. Peres also urged ‘the plan- 
ners to stop concentrating their 
research around the populated’ 
areas, and to think of, people 
living in the emali towns. ‘I'm 
not sure they’re looking at the 
empty spaces on the maps," he 
said. tItim) 


New container ship 
delayed in Haifa

The Post lest night that the pre- 
seot container handling equipment 
was found to be unsuitable for the 
high-decked ship and her large 
containers. Installation of the port's 
new IL4m. crane was not completed 
in time. The crane is only expected 
to be ready in two months. This 
means that the ship will again be 
delayed on two more calls ‘here and 
Zim stands to lose $90,000. 


Planned egg surplus

‘The Meirs had also said thelr 
bird could sing his own version of 
the German folk song, “Fuchs, Du 
Hast die Ganz Gestohlen.” a police- 
man heard the bird sing his song 
— and gave Meir possession of 
Yossi. But when they went to court 
to press charges against Haim 
Moas — the other serious clal- 
mant — Yossi refused to sing. 

‘Moas is on trial for theft before 
Chief Magistrate Miriam Verlinsky 
in that he allegedly found proper- 
ty belonging to someone else but 
didn't report or return his find. 
Moas still insists the bird is his. 

(So do three other local resi- 
dents --- but their claims will not 
be heard until the Moas-Meir case 
is cleared up.)

85 a tall, thin white man in his 
30s, surrendered to Lawrence Car- 
dinal Sheehan and FBI agents at 
the foot of a boarding ramp at 
Friendship Airport here after a 
three-hour drama, 

Officials said he ‘had hidden im 
the washroom of the 60-passenger 
Piedmont Airlines twin-turbojet 
plane when it landed on a flight 
which originated in Atlanta, Geor- 
gia. 

The aircraft's 37 passengers and 
flight deck crew disembarked, un- 
aware that the gunmian was aboard. 
But as stewardesses Teri Ann Mea- 
dows and Jackie Wisecup made a 
post-flight inspection, he emerged 
and pointed a .44 calibre pistol at 
them. 

The stewardesses told the control 
tower by radio that they were being 
held hostage. Officials said the man 


then asked to talk to Cardinal Shee- 
han and a psychiatrist who were 
brought to the airport. 

After two. hours of radio nego- 
tiations with Cardinal Sheehan and 
the psychiatrist, an FBI man board- 
ed the aircraft and confronted the 
gunman. 

Half an hour later, the two stew- 
ardesses emerged in tears, one 
saying, “Oh God, why don't they 
leave us alone?" 

They were escorted away by fe- 
deral agents who had surrounded 
the plane, some crouching under its 
beHy. Others trained sniper rifles 
on its doors and windows. 

After another 30 minutes, the
